The 
whisky was to be shipped by truck. 

Preedman had In his possesaoln, Di-

Those arrested 
may he tried for commltttlng a forg- 
ery, tor removing whisky from a 
mirehouae without a permit, for con- 
splnusy to datraud tha government, 
and TlolatioB of tha national prohibi- 
tion lawa.

Thus the Govorn- 
ratot really encouraged ihc tne of nnmerons and nnneccMary sizes 
of letters. Recntly, however, the Department ha. diMOntimied the 
manufacture of five sizes and will di.scontinue their salr when stocks 
remaining on hand have become exhausted. Thia will leave six dif- 
ferent sizes of envelopes supplied by the Govemeont with itomp. at- 
tacked. Quite likely experience will show that even this Tiumber can 
lie reduced without causing any inconvenience to the public aud with 
inereaMd affleitBcy in t he handUng of the mafl.

Kncinlos 
of a protective tariff law, lli.ii Is. a 
law that would keep cheap arlicli's 
from being dumped Into this country 
from foreign countries to undersell 
our own products, feel that this would 
bo hard on aoma of tha oountrlcs suf- 
fering from tUt war. Praaldant Hard- 
ing baliavaa that thaar an anfflcclent 
maaaa to avoid oitramo agolgalon of 
tbraign produota, or the ravarse, 
whioh would ba tha floodlag of our 
maikata with tha aama prodnots. He 
would have provisions that would 
clve tlie President power to modify 
rates after recommendations from the 
tariff commission, so that the rnlte-l 
States ran keep on buying as well as 
selling and at the same time protect 
our markets, our labor, and our In- 
dw'tries from a flood of cheap good- 
frora Europe. This plan is the most 
sensible that could be proposed. The 
siatua of Airolgn tinaaeaa aad Indus- 
try must be atndlad batbro hard and 
fast nilaa can ba laid down. It would 
mean that rataa would ba changed * 
meet changing conditions of thi' 
world. Under such an arrangement 
permanent tariff law can be fra'nc: 
and put cn our books. 

"An interesting fact regarding th's 
message of President Harding Is that 
It waa the first time In years that 
Congresa Itatened to a preatdentli<^ 
message that dealt ao prominently 
with domaatioa problema. It was the 
first time In years that a Praaldent 
addressed Congress when the United 
Slates was at peace with al Ithe world. 
And not only at peace, but with m 
prospect of war in the future and ( r 
the eve of the success of tlie arni'< i-vn 
ference in making gains toward a go;il 
of permanent peace for al Ithe world 

"Preaident Harding also asked Con- 
graaa tor authority so that ha can deal 
with tha foreign oonntrlea owing us 
money amounting to about $11,000,- 
000,000. He would have tha debts 
funded and power granted so that 1.; 
can aattla the minor problems grow- 
ing from this debt. Naturally, as he 
said, he would no nothing as to f!na' 
settlement without the approval i i 
Congress. 

"Tliece matters are all Imporian 
but one of the most significant thin:.; 
about hia whole address, was the w: 
in whIAh he atated hIa feelings n 
gardlng tha powera of the chief er. 
ectulva and thoaa of Congress. He 
not only does NOT want mora power 
but he feels that the powers of th 
I'rcsident are loo great now. Loet i 
read that part of hia address to y> i-. 
It Is certainly refreshlngf to hear r 
President who knows that he does ii' 
'Know it all, and bosides its not oi'.h 
willing to listen to the advico of thvt 
who know more than he di>i's on (oi 
tain subjects but SEEKS THAT AT, 
VICE. Suppose you read this para- 
graph. Jack, and train your readin 
ability."
